My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the 
public  health  of  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  1966.  This  report 
is  required  by  statute  and  contains  material  required  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  relating  to  the  public  health  of  your  district.  : 

Unfortunately  the  services  of  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
who  has  been  on  sick  leave  since  January  196? j have  not  been  a.vailable 
to  me  in  compiling  much  of  the  environmental  part  of  the  report,  but 
I have  had  great  assistance  from  Mr.  J.B.  Salt  who  has  temporarily  taken 
over  the  day-to-day  administration  of  the  Department.  Comment  is  not 
as  full  as  we  ivould  wish  in  this  section  and  some  figures  required  by 
the  Minister  p^re  provisional. 

I wish  to  thank  Councillors  and  staff  for  their  help,  and  to 
acknowledge  assistance  given  me  by  socia.1  workers  and  health  visitors 
v/hen  there  have  been  personal  health  problems  to  resolve  in  the  district.

Infant il e M jR a je 

The  infantile  mortal  it  3^  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  comong  infants 
of  under  one  3^ear  of  age  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  There 
were  three  infantile  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  and  248  births  in 
the  area. 

The  National  rate  was  18.9  deaths  among  infants  under  one  j^ecar 
of  age  per  thousa^nd  live  births  cind  the  Dorset  rate  v/as  14o3  deaths. 

Our  figure  is  too  small  to  vrark  out  an  accurate  comparative  rate  but 
the  approximate  figure  compares  quite  v/ell  with  the  Countj^-  infa.ntile 
mortalit3r  rate . 


CONTROL  OF  COLIMUNICABLE  DISEASE 


The  follov/ing  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year;-

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Rural 
District . 

Minor  Sma^llpox:  Although  no  cases  of  Minor  Smallpox  were  notified ^ a 
child  infected  with  the  disease  stayed  on  holida3^  during  June  in 
Chickerell.  No  medical  opinion  was  sought  whilst  the  patient  was  liere 
but  the  diagnosis  Yjas  made  shortly  after  the  child  returned  home  to 
Pont3rpool  where  other  cases  came  to  light  about  the  sam.e  time. 

Unfortunately  the  commencement  of  the  disease  occurred  during  the 
first  twent3^~four  hours  or  so  of  arrival  so  that  it  was  necessary  to 
postulate  that  the  pa^tient  could  have  been  infectious  tliroughout  her 
stay.  By  the  time  this  was  knovm  most  of  the  contacts  ivho  v;ere  them- 
selves holiday  makers,  ha,d  returned  home  find  it  v/as  necessar3^  to  cir- 
cularise health  authorities  with  a list  of  seventy/- five  contacts,  some 
only  identifiable  by  ca,r  index  numbers.  Three  local  persons  and  seven 
families  still  on  holiday  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  observation. 


Family  doctors  were  alerted  during  the  emergency  and  subsequently 
four  possible  cases  of  minor  smaUlpox  were  notified  to  me.  Two  could  be 
rejected  on  clinical  grounds,  one  was  a Yery  bad  case  of  chicken  pox 
o.nd  the  fourth  patient  who  had  very  few  poxes  was  difficult  to  diagnose. 
For  this  case  it  Y/as  necessar3^  to  enlist  the  help  of  the  Consulting 
Smallpox  Physician,  and  pox  fluid  was  sent  to  the  Virus  Reference 
Laboratory  at  Colindale.  In  approximately  twenty-four  hours  I v/a.s 
informed  that  tests  were  negative. 
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Food  Poisoning:  Two  cases  v^rere  notified  during  the  yearo  On  invesbi- 

gation  one  case  which  occurred  in  May  was  associated  v/ith  an  outbreak 
of  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection  in  calves,  although  the  method  by 
V7hich  the  patient  became  infected  is  not  understood.  The  case  was 
notified  as  ’’food  poisoning”  because  the  bacteria  cc.using  the  infection 
are  often  conveyed  b^^  food  but  no  food  was  isolated  as  the  clause  of 
the  illness.  It  may  have  been  more  correct  to  have  let  the  diagnosis 
rest  as  ’’salmonella  enteritis”,  and  to  assume  that  the  patient  happened 
to  be  unduly  susceptible  to  the  particular  organism. 


The  second  ca.se  was  notified  in  August  a,nd  although  the  sjanptoms 
were  t,-'pica].  of  poisoning  by  bacterial  toxins,  no  bacteria  causing 
the  illness  Y\jere  isolated  from  the  patient.  Investigation  of  poss- 
ible infected  food  also  yielded  no  result.  About  the  same  month 
several  similar  cases  were  notified  to  me  in  Dorchester  Town  and  there 
is  a strong  likelihood  that  summer  diarrhoea  virus  could  have  caused 
the  symptoms. 


Later  in  the  year  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  occurred  among  the 
children  at  Owermoigne  school  and  aga.in  the  history  w/as  very  suggest- 
ive of  poisoning  by  toxins.  Investigation  failed  to  reveal  any  bact- 
erial cause. 


Scabies:  Many  cases  of  scabies  occurred  locally  in  the  early  part  of 

the  yecvr.  Fortunately  the  disease  is  not  Ga^sily  pa-ssed  on  during 
cold  areather  and  is  mostly  a domestic  disease  autong  individua.ls  of 
a household.  Treatment  must  be  vigorous  if  it  is  to  be  effective 
and  it  is  difficult  for  the  public  to  grasp  that  without  trea.tment 
or  with  ineffective  treatment,  they  are  suffering  from  a skin  disevcse 
wdiich  is  not  likely  to  cure  itself,  but  which  will  pass  into  a 
clironic  dermatitis.  Fortunately  most  cases  were  cured  by  the  spring 
and  none  have  recurred. 


Undulant  ^Fev_er  In  May  a meeting  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  ewnd  Medica.l 

Officers  of  Health  took  place  at  the  Post  G-raduate  Medica.l  Centre, 
in  Dorchester.  The  meeting  was  addressed  by  Mr,  J.A.J,  Venn, 
M.RoCoV.S.,  Df'ASlM.,  Superintendent  Veterinary  Investigation  Officer 
of  Langford  Laboratory  Bristol.  Common  problems  .about  infection  of 
humans  and  cattle  by  Brucella  abortus  were  discussed. 


Later  in  the  year  a preliminary  scheme  for  the  eradication  of 
Brucella,  infection  in  herds  was  formula,! ed  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  details  w^ere  announced  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
Reference  maty  be  found  in  the  ’’Farmer  and  Stockbreeder"  November 
8th  1966  to  the  Minister's  speech.  Although  most  of  the  milk  drunk 
locally  is  pa.steurised,  fourteen  farms  in  the  district  hold  reta.il 
licences  and  much  milk  is  consumed  untreated  during  the  summer 
months  by  holiday  markers. 
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Sampling  of  bulk  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  public  health  staff 
of  the  County  Council  and  copies  of  results  are  sent  to  me,  Farmers 
holding  retail  licences  who  produce  milk  positive  to  agglutination 
tests  are  offered  individual  cow  sampling  to  find  animals  giving 
infected  milk,  ^^lien  infected  cows  are  loiown  the  farm  is  visited  and 
the  disposal  of  infected  milk,  together  v;ith  the  possibility  of  the 
herd  becoming  ’supervised’  under  the  proposed  Brucella  Eradication 
Scheme  is  discussed.  I then  get  in  touch  with  the  private  veterinary 

surgeon. 


LABORATORY  WORK 


Routine  work  particularly  on  water  and  milk  samples  continues 
under  the  direction  of  Dr,  G.H.  Tee  v/ho  provides  an  excellent  service. 
This  year  also  Mr.  J.A.J.  Venn  at  the  Veterina^ry  Investigation  Centre, 
Langford  has  examined  many  milk  and  blood  samples  from  individual  cov/s 
in  herds  under  investigation. 


POLLUTION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 


TTITH  DISSSL  OIL 


In  the  autumn  complaints  v^rere  received  by  the  Fater  Engineer 
that  drinking  water  in  Charminster  tasted  of  diesel  oil.  Investi- 
gation revealed  a leak  from,  the  fuel  gouge  of  a storage  tank  holding 
diesel  oil  for  the  engines  at  Forston  Pumping  Station.  Fuel  was 
turned  off  and  earth  contaminated  a.round  the  drainage  area  of  the  tank 
was  removed.  Water  from  the  bores  remained  potable,  and  it  was  o.pprec- 
iated  early  that  if  the  reservoirs  were  pumped  to  overflow,  oil  on  the 
surface  of  the  water  v\rould  spill  over.  What  was  not  appreciated  for  th 
first  few  days  was  that  the  oil  w^ould  concentrate  in  the  highest  extrem 
ities  of  the  supply/".  As  soon  as  it  became  manifest  that  the  concen- 
tration of  diesel  v;as  varying  with  the  elevation  of  the  consumer, 
drinking  water  in  tanlos  was  made  available  throughout  the  area  supplied 
by  the  Bore,  The  Fire  Service  maintained  this  supply  of  water  until 
January  1967, 
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VACCIMTION  AND  imiUNISATION 


The  Council  vjill  know  that  these  services  are  undertaken  hy 
the  County  Council,  but  in  as  much  as  we  have  a direct  interest  in 
the  control  of  infectious  disease,  we  also  have  an  interest  in  the 
efficiency  of  immunisation  programmes*  The  v/ritten  evidence  of  the 
Ministry  of  Plealth  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Local  Governments  goes 
further  in  this  respect  saying  the  control  of  communicable 

disease  in  particular  requires  larger  areas  and  should  be  linked  with 
immunisation  programmes . * . ” 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  repro-

Immunisation  against 


In  interpreting  these  results  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
district  experiences  about  250  births  per  year.  Thus  the  figure  of 
231  for  the  number  of  primary  diphtheria  courses  given  is  satisfactory 
and  the  larger  figure  for  diphtheria  in  1965  and  ISGk-  represents  the 
immunisation  of  a backlog  of  young  children  not  undertaken  in  previous 
years.  Many  of  these  courses  of  immunity  have  been  given  on  the  new 
mobile  caravan  clinic  now  stationed  once  per  month  at  Crossways  and 
Broadmayne.

With  the  improvement  in  public  health,  new  drugs,  and  wear  and 
te.ar  having  been  reduced  in  daily  v/ork  by  the  interna-1  combustion 
engine,  more  persons  live  to  retiring  age«  Longevity  brings  its 
ovm  problems  but  our  particular  responsibilities  are  in  the  field  of 
housing.  As  the  number  of  elderly  increase  they  must  be  given 
every  amenity  to  enable  independence  to  continue.  Loss  of  inde- 
pendence breeds  loss  of  confidence  and  self  respect.  It  also  puts 
an  impossible  burden  on  welfare  facilities. 


It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  number  of  aged  in  our 
wdth  the  figures  for  the  othei’  rural  areas  of  Dorset.  These 
set  out  in  the  I96I  Census  prep^ired  by  the  G-enera.1  Register

On  1st  January,  I966,  there  were  128  applicants  for  Elderly 
Persons  accommodation  on  our  waiting  lists,  and  we  had  by  this  time 
built  seventy-one  units  suita-ble  for  the  elderly  without  vj.arden  service 
and  sixtj^-seven  wdth  warden  service.  More  dwellijigs  are  needed  part- 
icularly at  such  centres  as  Mod  den  Newton,  Puddletown  and  Chickerell, 
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Early  ir  I966  it  gave  nie  great  pleasure  to  see 
wardens  installed  at  Marshallsay  Court,  Chickerell. 
four  units  comprising  bungalov/s  and  flats  are  wired 
purposes  to  tv>Jo  upstairs  flats  housing  the  wtardens. 
is  particularly  suitp.hle  as  the  v/ardens  m^ay  relieve 
off  dutv.

The  Council’s  decision  to  provide  warning  hell  v^iring  and  ’welfare’ 
faxilities  in  call  new  bungalows  whether  the  dwelling  is  occupied  by 
a.  tenant  requiring  v/arden  service  or  not,  is  a wise  one.  In  the  long 
run  such  capital  provisions  will  jorove  cheaper.  On  small  schem.es  a 
part-time  wairden  may  not  be  required  in  the  beginning,  but  wx  already 
ha.ve  the  problem,  in  older  groups  of  bungalovvs  that  cws  tenconts  becom.e 
more  hmdicapped  either  wwxden  service  must  be  provided  or  tenants 
must  move  to  another  parish  to  obtain  it. 


ional  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act 


Whilst  it  is  heartening  to  refer  to  progress  made  in  provision 
of  coiancil  housing  for  the  elderly,  cat  the  other  end  of  the  scale  I 
am  often  Ccalled  upon  to  visit  elderly  persons  living  in  difficult 
circ'om-stances  or  those  who  feel  they  he.ve  medical  reasons  for  remov- 
ing into  the  care  of  wcjrden  service. 


On  three  occasions  I was  fpxed  with  persons  "who  wore  una.ble 
to  devote  to  themselves  and  were  not  receiving  from^  others,  proper 
care .and  attention".  T?o  fulfilled  entirely  the  conditions  of  the 
National  Assistcance  Act  but  refused  to  go  to  hospital.  It  was  nec- 
essary to  obtp.in  a Mcagistrate  ’ s Order  for  their  remova.1*  The  third 
person  ox  old  nuan  with  an  incipient  gangrene  of  the  foot,  eventually 
yielded  to  persuasion,  entered  Herringston  Hoad  Annexe  a,nd  m.ade  a 
recovery  only  to  suffer  from  a cerebral  haemorrhage  Icater.

During  the  year,  work  has  been  started  on  the  joint  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  villages  of  Abbotsbury  and  Portesham,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  be  completed  before  the  end  of  1967* 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  sewer  Martinstovm  and  the  villages 
situated  in  the  Piddle  Valley  shortly. 


Public  Conveniences. 

This  year  in  the  village  of  Cerne  Abbas,  work  has  commenced  on 
the  construction  of  the  Council's  first  Public  Conveniences,  and  these 
should  be  available  for  use  early  next  year.  Provision  has  also  been 
made,  and  is  being  considered, for  erecting  Conveniences  in  the  villages 
of  Osmington  Mills,  Portesham,  Ahhotshury , Maiden  Newton  and  Puddle town. 
It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  Council  has  made  such  provision  for 
dealing  with  the  ever  increasing  problem  created  in  this  district  by  the 
travelling  and  visiting  public.

Meat  Inspection 


It  will  be  seen  that  a lOOy^  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  "-ear  and  the  slaughtering  pattern  has  remained  similar 
to  that  of  the  previous  year,  with  a small  increase  only  in  the  total 
through-put . 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  was 
recorded  in  cattle  throughout  the  year,  although  the  instances  in 
pigs  has  continued  at  a very  similar  level  to  that  of  the  previous 
two  years.  In  these  cases,  however,  it  is  probably  safe  to  say  that 
a proportion  of  them  are  due  to  the  macroscopically  similar  Cor3niebacteruim 
Equi. 


Viable  cystericercosis,  although  assiduously  looked  for  was 
detected  in  one  animal  only  throughout  the  jeaT, 

The  Council’s  Officers  appreciate  the  willing  assistance  of  Dr,  Tee 
and  his  staff  at  the  County  Pathological  Laboratory  when  reo^uired  and 
maintain  close  liaison  vjith  the  Divisional  Veterinarian  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  his  staff  on  matters  of 
mutual  interest.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


Collection. 

The  fortnightly  scheme  of  collection  has  continued  to  operate  as  in 
previous  years.  It  has  heen  suggested  on  several  occasions  in  the  past 
that  a weekly  collection  should  take  place  in  at  least  some  of  the  larger 
villages,  but  this  proposal  has  not  been  adopted. 

”Back  door”  Collection  ~ Aged  and  Infirm. 

The  scheme  for  this  special  service,  brought  into  operation  by  the 
Council  some  years  ago,  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  increasing 
advantage  is  being  taken  of  it.  During  the  year  the  scheme  was  further 
extended  to  include  any  persons  over  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  provided 
there  is  no  other  able  bodied  person  living  vdth  them. 

Litter 

The  Lorset  County  Council,  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Transport, 
have  erected  litter  bins  on  lay-bys  on  classified  roads.  This  Council's 
refuse  service  empties  these  receptacles  fortni^tly  for  which  an  annual 
charge  is  made  to  the  Dorset  County  Council.  This  Council  also  provides 
and  maintains  many  litter  bins  on  other  roads  and  at  some  beauty  spots. 

Disnosal 

Two  points  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  exist  in  this  area  and  these  are 
controlled  by  the  Council.  The  main  tip  is  an  old  gravel  pit  situated  at 
Warmwell,  for  which  a rent  is  paid  to  the  owner,  and  the  other  site  is  a 
small  pit  at  Cattistock,  which  is  being  filled  in  for  the  owner  and  for  which 
no  rent  is  paid.  A B85  International  loader  is  owned  by  the  Council  in  order 
that  ’’controlled’*  tipping  may  be  properly  carried  out.  It  is  used  mainly  at 
Warmwell,  where  it  is  garaged,  but  is  transported  to  Cattistock  as  and  when 
necessary.  A temporaiy  arrangement  has  also  been  made  for  tipping  the  refuse 
collected  in  the  Chickerell/Abbotsbury  area,  at  the  Weymouth  Coirporation  tip 
in  Weymouth,  for  which  a charge  is  made  of  lO/Od,  per  load. 

Trans nor t. 

In  May  of  this  year  the  Council  purchased  a 5C  cu.yd.  Pakamatic  Refuse 
Vehicle,  thus  adding  to  the  two  Shelvoke  & Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tippers 
already  purchased  in  1955  and  1961.  The  1955  vehicle  has  by  now  served 
the  majority  of  its  useful  life  and  is  retained  as  a stand-by  vehicle.  The 
new  vehicle  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  and  by  virtue  of  its  larger 
capacity  has  reduced  the  number  of  journeys  to  the  disposal  sites. 

Disnosal  of  Old  Motor  Vehicles. 

This  is  not  as  yet  a serious  problem  in  this  area,  although  the  practice 
of  abandoning  old  motor  vehicles  appears  to  be  on  the  increase.  During  the 
year  the  Council  arranged  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  four  motor 
vehicles  and  the  expenses  incurred  were  recovered  from  the  owners. 
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RODENT  COI^ROL 


The  service  afforded  by  the  Council  is  carried  out  by  two  full-time 
Rodent  Operators  and  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Council  that  as  far  as 
domestic  premises  are  concerned,  the  service  should  be  a free  one.  A 
charge  is  made  for  rodent  control  work  carried  out  on  business  premises 
and  farms.
